NOTIFICATION 


In exercise of the powers conferred under section (2) of sub section (9) of 
Indian Stamp Act, 1899 the Government of Andhra Pradesh hereby appoints the 
officers in the Andhra Pradesh State Directorate of Revenue Intelligence (APSDRI), 
as specified column (2) of the table below as Collectors under section 33, 41-A 
(with a condition that the Officers of Andhra Pradesh State Directorate of Revenue 
Intelligence (APSDRI) while exercising power under 41-A shall ensure that no 
action is initiated by the District Registrar, Registration & Stamps Department) and 
Section 48 of Indian Stamp Act, 1899. The powers so invested to them shall be 
exercised throughout the territory of the state of Andhra Pradesh concurrently with 
the officers of the department of the corresponding rank in the Registration and 
Stamps department as specified in Column (3) of the table.

The powers delegated to the officers of the Andhra Pradesh State Directorate of 
Revenue Intelligence (APSDRI), shall be subject to the following conditions:

The powers/ Functions shall be exercised by the Officers of the Andhra 
Pradesh State Directorate of Revenue Intelligence (APSDRI), only with the 
written permission of the Commissioner/Sp!l. Commissioner, Andhra Pradesh 
State Directorate of Revenue Intelligence (APSDRI). 


. All the above powers/functions shall be exercised by the officers of the 


Andhra Pradesh State Directorate of Revenue Intelligence (APSDRI) 
concurrently with the Officers of Registration & Stamps Department. 


The Officers empowered may exercise powers conferred upon them in whole 
of the State. 


. The powers conferred shall be used with abundant caution and due diligence. 


. Where a case has already been made out by any officer in Registration & 


Stamps Department, the Officers in Andhra Pradesh State Directorate of 
Revenue Intelligence (APSDRI) shall not be empowered to initiate any action 
against such taxable person on the same issue. 


The Government may modify or amend the notification issued and can 
withdraw the powers/ Functions conferred. 


The Commissioner, Andhra Pradesh State Directorate of Revenue Intelligence 
(APSDRI) shall brief the performance of the Directorate once in a month to 
the Special Chief Secretary (Registrations & Stamps) and Hon’‘ble Dy. CM 
(Revenue, Registration & Stamps). 


This notification shall come into force on and from the date of publication in 


official gazette.
